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The unusually mild Winter has sprung our 
Roses into surprisingly quick growth, and 
we look forward to an early and prolonged 
flowering period for all of our Roses, 
wherever they may be. 

A part of the pleasure for us in being Rose 
Growers is in helping to provide enjoy¬ 
ment for many gardeners, and we are 
always keen to increase this if we can. One 
way of doing so is to take care that our 
plants are healthy: a healthy plant in the 
nursery is more likely to be a healthy plant 
in the garden. 

We aim to keep our Roses disease-free, and 
to achieve this each crop is planted where 
no Roses have grown before, on virgin 
farmland. None of the pests associated 
with roses have had the opportunity to

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WHERE TO USE STANDARD ROSES 

We have several new and interesting varieties this year; they make wonderful 
plants in Standard form. Here are some suggestions for ways to use them. 

AMONG BEDDING ROSES 

Create high points of colour by planting Standards among bedding roses, either a 
colour contrast or else a Standard in the same variety as the bedding roses. This 
adds an extra dimension to garden design. Remember to use Full Standards among 
taller bedding roses, and Half Standards among shorter varieties. 

TUBS AND CONTAINERS 

Standards grow well in tubs. Use in a minimum 14" diameter x 12" deep. 
Proprietary potting composts work well, given good drainage. Supplementary 
liquid feed can be applied when watering. 

Try Nozomi, Suma, The Fairy and the Patio Half Standards. 

OTHER IDEAS 

Standards set among flowering borders and mixed shrubberies provide eye-level 
effect. Extra height creates a colourful feature for combined plantings. Try the 
Weeping Standards, and the shrubby varieties such as Bonica, Ballerina, Suma, 
Nozomi and The Fairy. Weeping Standards make spectacular plants as lawn 
specimens. 


Care for 
Standard Roses 

You should drive in a stake, before 
planting, and see that the stake is 
set just under the lowest graft. Tie 
securely, (For callers, we have stakes 
and ties in stock, supplies permit¬ 
ting.) 

Plant to the soil mark left by the 
nursery. 

Don’t try to make your Standards 
shorter by planting deeper. 

Always keep an eye on your ties 
before and during the winter, espe¬ 
cially to renew them before we have 
snow or gales. 

Do not prune too hard, you should 
not normally remove more than half 
the top when pruning your stan¬ 
dards.

WHAT ARE PATIO ROSES? 

Patio roses are scaled down to a compact size, 
with blooms, stems and foliage to match their 
stature. They are among the most profuse of all 
Roses in their flower production, frequently 
plants are completely covered in bloom. Capac¬ 
ity to repeat flower is excellent, particularly if 
dead-heading is carried out. 


HOW TO USE THEM 

Narrow borders, small beds or else in the 
foreground of a planting scheme will suit them 
well. Dwarf and Patio Roses have lots of colour 
impact planted in small groups, and make 
excellent low hedges. 

Neat growth and rounded form give great 
appeal to these varieties for growing in pots and 
tubs. Trailing varieties will hang decoratively 
from planters, or else over low walls. As ground- 
cover, Nozomi, Suma and Snowcarpet are 
charming and effective: try them to fill small 
bare spaces, or to cover slopes and banks. 


TUBS AND PLANTERS 

As the- delights of these compact and colourful 
roses become more generally known, we are 
frequently asked to advise on the best method 
for growing in containers. With this in mind, we 
have carried out tests over several years, and 
find that health, vigour and flowering perform¬ 
ance can be sustained quite easily if a few 
simple rules are observed. 

POTS Minimum 10" deep x 10" diameter. 
Wood, plastic, terracotta or concrete, all will do. 
Drainage holes are essential. 

SOIL Ordinary brands of potting compost are 
fine. Use stones, gravel or broken crocks in the 
bottom for drainage. 


DO NOT ALLOW POTS TO DRY OUT!! 

Keep an eye on foliage colour - if it looks pale, 
liquid feed can be applied when watering. Use 
fungicides as normal. 

Re-pot after 2 or 3 years - shake off some of the 
old soil and replace with new. This will allow 
continued use of the same size container.

WHAT IS A SHRUB ROSE? 

Briefly, it is a rose differing in such a way from the other 
rose classes (Bushes, Climbers and Miniatures) that it 
cannot conveniently be grouped with them, so Shrub Roses 
are a fascinating miscellany of wild species, ancient garden 
roses of East and West, plus many hybrids of diverse 
character evolved within the past 200 years. 

Shrub Roses are easy to grow, and no rose garden is 
complete without a few of them. 

HOW TO USE SHRUB ROSES 

The descriptions tell you how each variety can suitably be 
used, viz: 

G (Group) - means a suitable variety to grow in a group 
- 3 or 5 plants are good numbers for this purpose. 

H (Hedge) - means good to plant as a hedge of one variety. 

I (Individual) - means the Shrub Rose looks well as an 
individual plant to stand by itself - in a border, or a bed 
set in grass for example. 

S (Spreader) - means a variety that spreads out wide, and 
is useful for ground cover.

TRAINING ON WALLS, FENCES etc. 

Do not worry if your climbers are not in flower in the 
first year. You want them to make growth to start 
with, once they have done that they get into their 
flowering stride. 

Don’t be tempted to train the main shoots straight up 
to gain height quickly. It is far better to bend them 
sideways or slantwise (do this in Autumn while they 
are supple). This way, you will obtain good coverage 
and avoid the bare bottom look, and the stems will 
produce more flower. 

Correct pruning is important, but differs accordingly 
to the variety; ask us if you are in doubt, giving the 
name of the rose in question. 

See General Notes on p.5. about our ratings for Beauty 
of Flower or Truss (B), General Effect (GE), and 
Fragrance (F). 

CHOOSING THE RIGHT CLIMBERS 
& RAMBLERS 

Some roses extend their growth a long way, up to as 
much as 40 feet. Almost any rose capable of being 
trained sideways or upwards for 7ft. or more is 
effectively a Climbing plant. It will adorn all kinds of 
structures and you can raise your eyes to enjoy its 
beauty. 

It is very important to choose the right rose for 
the right place. Climbers and Ramblers can be used 
as follows: 

Fences (they need to be solid and take weight and 
windstrain). Varieties up to 10ft. extent are suitable. 
Walls Most varieties can be used, but don’t put a 12ft. 
plant on a 6ft wall! South to West walls are best; South 
and East walls may be dry, so give young plants plenty 
of water the first year or two. For North-west to North¬ 
east walls, try Alberic Barbier, Morning Jewel, New 
Dawn, Pink Perpetue. 

Pillars (must be stout), for flexible and/or short leafy 
growers. 

Arches Best to use pendulous Ramblers. 

Tree Scramblers Can give spectacular effects, choose 
according to the height of the tree or stump. 
Rampagers Our 1896 list offered ‘Fast-growing Clim¬ 
bers, suitable for rambling over old ruins’ - not a 
common problem in most gardens today! But rampant 
sorts like Albertine will cover almost any garden 
feature, natural or artificial, e.g. pergolas, outbuild¬ 
ings, tripods, eyesores. 

Uses: (See above). We code as F (Fence), W (Walls), P 
(Pillar), A (Arch), T (Tree Scramblers) and R (Rampa¬ 
geous growers). 

All varieties normally give Autumn flower 
except those marked £9 in the margin. 

The dimensions we give in feet are the extent you can 
expect established plants to reach in normal condi¬ 
tions. 

Planting Distance: 5-6ft. part for most Climbers, 6-8ft. 
for bigger growers.

When we look at our gardens, are there situa¬ 
tions where a short post, say 5ft tall, would look 
nice?

DISCOUNT: 

If your order for Plants exceeds £80 in 
value, deduct 5% discount; if over £150 
deduct 10% discount. Discounts apply 
only on orders prepaid before despatch. 

PAYING BY ACCESS OR VISA: 

Your account will be debited at time order 
is placed. Therefore if your order qualifies 
for prepayment discount this will be 
deducted. 

CARRIAGE & PACKING: 

If an order is split to different addresses, the 
charges apply to each address: 

On Rose Orders: 

£3.50 (or £3.95 if Standard Roses are 
included) 

On Plants Other Than Roses: £3.50 

No charge on Orders collected from the 

Nursery. 

ORDERS FOR COLLECTION FROM 
NURSERY: 

We are within easy driving distance of many of 
our customers. If you wish to collect your 
plants, mark the order form accordingly, and 
give us a few days’ warning in the period late 
October to mid March. Orders for Autumn 
collection will be held until late December and 
then returned to stock, unless you have said 
you want them held for the New Year. 


IMPORTANT: To save having plants 
packed for longer than is good for them, 
we do not contact you to say they are 
ready, but ask you to tell us when it is 
convenient for you to call. 

OVERSEAS ORDERS: 

We send most types of Rose - but not Standard 
Roses - to countries which permit their entry. 
Ask for details, as regulations vary. Prices are 
as per Catalogue, the deductible VAT content 
being offset by export preparation and treat¬ 
ment. Ministry Certificate charges have been 
increased, so please add £10.00 towards certifi¬ 
cation etc. Packing and air postage will be 
estimated on request, and prepayment is 
required, by Eurocheque in sterling, or by 
Visa or Mastercard (Access) for preference. 
Because customs entry requirements can cause 
delays beyond our control, export orders are not 
included in our guarantee to replace plants 
which fail to grow. 

DESPATCH: 

The season of despatch (when the plants are 
dormant) runs roughly from late October to mid 
March, except for the Australia New Zealand 
Collections on p.4. 

It is fair all round if we send orders in rotation 
as far as practicable, so the earlier orders go 
first. Please bear in mind that when October 
comes, we already have 6 months’ orders to 
send out - so if you order in October there is 
bound to be an interval of a few weeks before 
delivery. Orders for roses and shrubs are not 
always sent at the same time, as availability 


may not coincide. We reserve the right to defer 
despatch of an order if the account has not been 
cleared. 

ON RECEIVING YOUR ORDER: 

Keep the plants in a cool place and unopened 
in their packaging until you are ready either to 
plant them or to heel them in temporarily. They 
will be safe in their packaging for a couple of 
weeks but the sooner they go in the ground the 
better. When you inspect the plants, tell us 
promptly if anything seems wrong, we want to 
put it right. Any plants found untrue to name 
will be replaced free or refund made if replace¬ 
ment is not possible. Plants failing to grow the 
first year will be replaced if the fault is clearly 
ours; in cases of doubt, at a reduced charge. 

It may help reduce losses if plant labels are 
removed after planting to prevent strangula¬ 
tion or chafing of the stem. But if you want to 
keep track of your plants, don’t forget to make 
a plan first. 

PRICES: 

Rose prices are for bare root plants; roses in 
containers for summer planting are subject to 
different rates. If inflation forces it or VAT 
alters, price adjustments may be made - but 
orders prepaid before the change will be hon¬ 
oured at the lower prices. 

PLANT BREEDER’S RIGHTS apply to many new roses. 
You can grow and even propagate them quite freely for 
your own pleasure. But they may only be sold and 
propagated for sale if the authority of the breeder has 
been obtained. As nurserymen, we have the authority to 
supply these newer roses of which 126 listed in this 
catalogue are protected in this way.
